Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  to  you  my  report  on  the  health 
of  the  District  for  1920,  which  I think,  at  any  rate  from  a statistical 
point  of  view,  may  be  considered  satisfactory  under  present  con- 
ditions. The  difficulties  from  the  arrears  of  work  due  to  the  war 
still  remain,  although  in  a less  marked  degree,  and  have  impeded 
progress  in  Sanitary  work  to  a considerable  extent,  especially  in 
the  building  and  repairs  of  houses. 

In  addition  to  making  this  report  I have  completed  Table  C 
for  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  giving  full  details  of  the 
work  and  requirements  of  the  District,  together  with  a complete 
summary  of  the  work  done  in  connection  with  matters  relating  to 
Housing. 

POPULATION  AND  BIRTH  RATE. 

The  population  of  the  district  as  estimated  by  the  Ministry 
of  Health  is  now  48,059,  and  on  this  figure  the  various  calculations 
in  the  report  are  made,  no  distinction  now  being  made  between 
the  Civil  and  Military  population. 

The  total  number  of  Births  registered  is  1597,  which  is  a con- 
siderable increase  as  compared  with  last  year  (1374),  810  of  these 
births  were  males  and  787  females,  and  there  were  63  illegitimate 
births.  The  birth-rate  works  out  at  33.2,  which  is  very  satis- 
factory, and  much  greater  than  that  of  England  and  Wales,  which 
is  only  25.4. 
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DEATHS. 


The  total  number  of  deaths  for  the  year  was  601,  of  which 
172  were  under  one  year  of  age,  allowing  for  Inward  and  Outward 
Transfers,  this  gives  a death-rate  of  12.5,  which  is  very  satisfactory 
and  compares  favourably  with  the  average  for  the  last  ten  years, 
which  is  13.2. 

The  principal  causes  of  death  were  : — 

Diseases  of  the  Lungs  (Bronchitis  & Pneumonia). . 118 

Premature  Birth  and  Congenital  Debility  . . 53 

Diseases  of  the  Stomach  and  Intestines  . . . . 48 

Measles  . . . . . . . , . . . . 48 

Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  . . . . . . . . 40 

Bronchitis  and  Pneumonia.— Of  the  total  of  118  deaths  from 
these  diseases,  44  were  under  the  age  of  one  year,  which  is  an 
increase  compared  with  recent  years,  and  is  partly  accounted  for 
by  the  epidemic  of  Measles,  and  also  to  the  fact  that  the  proper 
clothing  of  infants  is  still  not  recognised  by  the  parents,  and  might 
be  greatly  improved. 

Premature  Birth  and  Congenital  Debility , which  accounted 
for  53  deaths,  is  still  causing  too  many  deaths,  but  is  satisfactorily 
lower  compared  with  previous  years. 

Diarrhoea  and  Enteritis. — The  deaths  from  these  diseases 
numbered  48,  which  is  disappointing,  as  these  are  in  a great 
measure  preventable  diseases,  although  depended  on  climatic 
conditions.  37  of  the  deaths  occurred  in  infants  under  one  year. 

Measles  accounted  for  48  deaths,  of  which  11  were  under  one 
year  and  20  between  one  and  two  years.  The  importance  of  Measles 
as  a cause  of  death  is  still  not  appreciated,  and  much  remains  to 
be  done  in  getting  parents  to  recognize  the  seriousness  of  this 
disease,  and  to  take  proper  precautions  in  nursing  and  isolating 
the  children  affected.  It  will  be  noticed  in  Table  5 that  Diph- 
theria and  Scarlet  Fever  together  only  accounted  for  11  deaths, 
and  yet  these  diseases  are  considered  of  much  greater  importance 
and  more  dangerous  than  Measles. 

Pulmonary  Tuberculosis. — Accounted  for  40  deaths  this  year, 
which  is  about  the  average  of  recent  years,  and  affected  chiefly 
adults  between  the  ages  of  25  and  65.  Tuberculosis  of  other  organs 
of  the  body  caused  II  deaths.

Infantile  Mortality. — The  number  of  deaths  under  one  year 
of  age  was  172.  This  gives  an  infantile  mortality  rate  per  1000 
births  of  104.5,  which  unfortunately  shows  an  increase  on  last  year  ; 
that  year,  however,  was  the  lowest  ever  recorded,  namely,  85,  but 
at  the  same  time  it  is  considerably  lower  than  the  average  for  the 
last  ten  years,  namely  128.  The  chief  causes  of  these  deaths  were  :

From  a consideration  of  these  figures  it  is  apparent  that  there  is 
a great  deal  of  preventative  work  to  be  done  in  connection  with 
Infant  Welfare.  In  my  opinion  the  best  means  we  have  at  pre- 
sent for  this  work  is  the  visiting  and  teaching  by  the  Health 
Visitors  and  the  development  of  Infant  Welfare  Clinics,  and  mak- 
ing them  as  efficient  as  possible.  Mothers  must  be  induced  to 
bring  their  babies  to  the  Clinics  regularly  so  that  they  can  be 
taught  to  cloth  and  feed  them  properly.  It  is,  however,  almost 
impossible  to  get  the  careless  mother  to  attend,  and  for  these 
the  only  way  is  to  visit  them  in  their  homes  and  instruct  them 
there.  For  this  work  the  Health  Visitors  are  invaluable,  and 
it  is  from  their  regular  visiting  and  revisiting  and  supervision  of 
the  bringing  up  of  the  babies  that  we  must  look  to  future  im- 
provement in  the  Infant  Mortality  rate. 

Zymotic  Diseases. — Infectious  Diseases  of  all  kinds  have  been 
very  prevalent  throughout  the  year,  and  in  much  greater  number 
than  in  former  years.  This  is  not  altogether  unexpected  when 
the  congested  state  of  the  houses  is  taken  into  account,  and  the 
increase  of  population,  and  the  number  of  children  in  the  dis- 
trict. 

The  Zymotic  death-rate  from  the  seven  principal  infectious 
diseases  is,  however,  below  the  average,  and  works  out  at  2.2, 
compared  with  2.5  for  the  average  for  the  last  ten  years. 

Scarlet  Fever.— This  disease  was  very  prevalent  during  the 
first  half  of  the  year,  the  chief  townships  affected  being  Hems- 
worth,  South  Elmsall,  South  Kirkby  and  Moorthorpe,  but  in 
no  case  did  it  assume  serious  epidemic  form. 


Altogether  255  cases  were  notified,  of  which  213  were  re- 
moved to  hospital.  There  were  only  four  deaths,  but  two  of  these 
were  not  directly  due  to  Scarlet  Fever,  but  were  complicated, 
one  by  child  birth  and  the  other  by  severe  burns. 

Diphtheria. — Cases  of  this  disease  were  very  numerous  in 
the  months  of  February,  March  and  April,  and  again  towards  the 
end  of  the  year,  in  December.  The  total  number  of  cases  notified 
was  170,  and  all  were  removed  to  the  hospital  for  treatment. 
The  townships  chiefly  affected  were  Hemsworth,  South  Kirkby 
and  South  Elmsall.  There  were  7 deaths. 

Enteric  Fever. — There  were  four  cases  of  this  disease  notified 
in  the  area,  3 from  South  Elmsall  and  one  from  Hemsworth,  the 
cause  in  two  of  the  cases  (both  at  South  Elmsall)  was  the  eating 
of  infected  shell  fish,  and  both  proved  fatal.  The  origin  of  the 
two  remaining  cases  was  doubtful.  All  four  cases  were  removed 
to  the  Isolation  Hospital. 

Measles. — A severe  epidemic  of  Measles  occurred  at  the  com- 
mencement of  the  year  in  South  Elmsall  and  South  Kirkby,  and 
caused  many  deaths  from  Broncho-Pneumonia.  In  February 
the  disease  spread  to  Hemsworth  and  to  Ackworth,  and  there  were 
several  deaths.  In  April  the  number  of  cases  decreased,  but 
the  disease  became  prevalent  more  or  less  throughout  the  whole 
district  until  June  2nd.  In  October  the  disease  again  appeared 
in  epidemic  form  at  Grimethorpe,  and  there  was  also  a marked  re- 
currence at  South  Elmsall  and  Moorthorpe  in  November  and 
December,  which  necessitated  the  closing  of  schools  and  the 
exclusion  of  children  from  Picture  Houses.  The  Health  Visitors 
did  valuable  work  in  visiting  as  many  cases  as  possible,  distribut- 
ing pamphlets  and  instructing  mothers.  The  total  number  of 
cases  notified  during  the  year  was  1,175,  and  the  deaths  chiefly 
from  lung  complications,  number  48.  As  is  usually  found  in 
Measles  statistics,  the  majority  of  the  deaths  (20)  occurred  between 
the  ages  of  one  and  two  ; 11  occurred  in  infants  under  one  year, 
and  14  between  the  ages  of  2 and  5. 

I have  already  pointed  out  the  dangers  of  this  disease,  and 
in  my  opinion  much  progress  will  not  be  made  in  the  prevention  of 
these  fatal  cases  until  parents  treat  cases  of  Measles  occurring 
amongst  their  children  as  seriously  as  they  do  cases  of  Diphtheria 
and  Scarlet  Fever. 
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Zymotic  Enteritis  and  Diarrhoea. — I regret  to  have  to  report 
a decided  increase  in  the  number  of  deaths  from  these  diseases. 
The  disease  is  caused  in  a great  measure  by  flies,  especially  in  hot 
weather,  and  is  very  difficult  to  control,  especially  in  a district 
where  the  privy  midden  system  exists.  37  of  the  deaths  occurred 
in  infants  under  one  year,  5 between  the  ages  of  1 and  2 years. 
Apart  from  other  considerations  of  health,  it  is  most  necessary 
to  push  on  with  the  work  of  abolishing  the  present  privy  middens 
system,  which  so  largely  encourages  the  breeding  of  flies,  and 
adopt  the  water  carriage  system  as  rapidly  as  possible. 

Phthisis. — According  to  the  number  of  notifications  received 
there  is  a slight  decrease  in  the  number  of  cases  ; I am  doubtful 
as  to  the  accuracy  of  the  figures,  as  notifications  of  Phthisis  is 
complicated  by  a number  of  cases  being  sent  to  the  Tuberculosis 
Dispensaries  by  Medical  Practitioners  as  doubtful  cases,  the 
final  diagnosis  not  being  made  for  some  weeks,  and  so  the  notifi- 
cation is  apt  to  be  missed.  The  cases  notified  numbered  97, 
and  there  were  also  20  cases  of  Tuberculosis  affecting  other  organs 
of  the  body,  the  majority  of  the  cases  coming  from  Hemsworth 
and  South  Kirkby. 

The  deaths  from  this  disease  of  the  lungs  numbered  40,  and 
of  other  organs  of  the  body,  1 1 . 

Much  progress  in  eradicating  Tuberculosis  cannot  be  expected 
until  the  present  congested  state  of  the  houses  can  be  relieved  and 
the  home  surroundings  improved.  Up  to  the  present,  on  account 
of  expense,  it  has  not  been  possible  to  make  any  proper  pro- 
vision for  isolating  the  advanced  cases,  which,  as  I have  repeatedly 
reported,  is  necessary  to  prevent  the  spread  of  the  disease,  especi- 
ally among  members  of  a family. 

During  the  year  the  Tuberculosis  Dispensaries  at  Hemsworth 
and  South  Kirkby  have  been  working  at  full  pressure,  and  valu- 
able work  is  being  done  by  them.  The  accommodation  requires 
to  be  increased  to  deal  with  the  number  of  cases  attending,  as 
people  are  now  fully  alive  to  the  importance  of  attacking  the 
disease  in  its  earliest  stages  and  are  taking  full  advantage  of  the 
facilities  offered  by  these  dispensaries. 
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Hospital  and  Sanatorium. — Owing  to  the  increased  number 
of  cases  of  infectious  disease  requiring  isolation,  the  accommoda- 
tion at  the  Isolation  Hospital  has  been  very  severely  taxed,  and 
more  accommodation,  both  for  patients  and  staff,  will  have  to 
be  provided  as  soon  as  possible  if  the  cases  are  to  be  properly 
treated.  The  total  number  of  cases  of  all  kinds  admitted  during 
the  year  numbered  390,  composed  chiefly  of  Diphtheria  and 
Scarlet  Fever.  The  motor  ambulance  which  has  been  provided 
has  been  of  great  service,  and  expedited  the  prompt  removal  of 
cases * 

The  deaths  in  Hospital  numbered  10.  Five  were  from  Diph- 
theria and  two  from  Enteric  Fever,  and  three  from  Scarlet  Fever. 

At  the  Brierley  Gap  Sanatorium  valuable  work  has  been  done 
and  many  children  have  received  considerable  benefit  from  the 
treatment,  and  been  restored  to  health  again.  The  12  beds 
available  have  been  fully  utilised,  a total  of  54  girls  and  boys 
having  been  under  treatment  during  the  year.  The  majority  of 
cases  have  been  very  early  cases  or  pretubercular  cases,  these 
being  selected  on  account  of  the  exposed  position  of  the  Sana- 
torium. The  average  period  of  treatment  has  been  about  14 
weeks,  and  the  result  of  the  treatment  may  be  roughly  classified 
as  follows  : — 

22  were  discharged  with  health  restored  and  no  physical  signs 
of  disease. 

6 were  discharged  greatly  improved  and  disease  arrested. 

15  were  discharged  greatly  improved  and  disease  still  present. 

4 were  discharged  after  a short  period  as  unsuitable  to  undergo 
the  treatment. 

NOTIFICATION  OF  BIRTHS  ACT  AND  INFANT  WELFARE. 

During  the  year  there  has  been  a remarkable  increase  in  the 
number  of  Births,  which  totalled  1,597,  as  compared  with  i,374 
in  1919.  The  majority,  75  per  cent,  at  least,  have  been  attended 
by  the  Midwives  of  the  District.  The  Midwifery  service  is  nov 
practically  sufficient  for  the  District,  with  the  exception  of  Great 
Houghton,  where  one  is  required,  and  I am  able  to  report  that  the 
work  done  by  the  midwives  is  satisfactory,  and  on  the  whole  is 
carried  out  efficiently. 
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At  the  conclusion  of  the  visits  of  the  mid  wives  on  the  10th 
day  after  confinement,  the  babies  are  visited  by  the  Health 
Visitors  as  soon  as  possible,  and  re-visited  at  intervals  according 
to  their  progress  until  they  are  twelve  months  old. 

There  have  been  7 cases  of  Puerperal  Fever  following  confine- 
ment, and  9 cases  of  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum.  All  of  these  cases 
have  been  investigated,  and  adequate  steps  taken  for  treatment 
and  prevention,  and  reports  sent  to  the  County  Medical  Officer 
of  Health. 

The  work  of  the  four  Health  Visitors  has  been  carried  out 
satisfactorily  and  efficiently,  especially  in  connection  with  the 
various  Infant  Welfare  Clinics  throughout  the  district,  and  all  the 
notified  births  visited  and  advice  given  to  the  mothers  as  to  the 
feeding  and  the  clothing  of  the  babies.  In  addition  to  these  duties 
the  Health  Visitors  have  done  very  useful  work  in  visiting  cases 
of  Measles,  Tuberculosis,  Puerperal  Fever,  Ophthalmia  Neona- 
torum, and  also  in  supervising  cases  of  child  neglect  and  necessi- 
tous cases  requiring  milk.  In  the  course  of  their  visits  they  also 
report  any  overcrowding  or  insanitary  conditions  of  houses  that 
come  to  their  notice.  The  total  number  of  visits  of  all  kinds  paid 
by  the  Health  Visitors  was  9,736. 

The  Infant  Welfare  Clinics  in  the  District  now  number  six, 
and  the  following  are  a few  particulars  of  the  work  done  : — 

Hemsivorth. — This  Clinic  is  held  every  alternate  Tuesday, 
and  tea  is  provided  at  cost  price,  and  all  babies  are  weighed  and 
then  examined  by  the  Medical  Officer.  The  average  attendance 
of  mothers  is  30.  The  average  attendance  of  babies  is  29. 

South  Elmsall. — 50  Clinics  have  been  held  during  the  year,  at 
which  the  Medical  Officer  attended  and  examined  the  babies  and 
children.  The  average  attendance  of  mothers  was  27.7,  and  that 
of  babies  and  children  was  29.04.  In  connection  with  the  Clinics 
a Thrift  Club  is  organized,  and  has  85  members,  and  various 
social  functions  have  been  held,  including  a Christmas  Tree  and 
Entertainment. 

South  Kirkby. — This  Clinic  is  held  on  alternate  Mondays  at 
2.30,  and  24  have  been  held.  The  average  attendance  of  mothers 
was  30,  and  that  of  babies  and  children  34.2. 
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Ackworth. — This  Clinic  is  held  weekly  and  49  have  been  held 
during  the  year.  The  average  attendance  of  mothers  was  20,  and 
that  of  babies  and  children  22.  Glaxo  and  Virol  have  been  sold 
at  cost  price  to  the  mothers.  The  Medical  Officer  attends  fort. 

nightly. 

Ryhill. — This  Clinic  is  held  on  Thursdays  at  3.30  and  attended 
by  the  Medical  Officer.  The  average  attendance  of  mothers  was 
20,  and  that  of  babies  and  children  21. 

Grimethorpe. — The  Clinic  is  held  on  Mondays,  and  the  babies 
are  weighed  and  examined  by  the  Medical  Officer.  Owing  to  the 
illness  of  the  Health  Visitor  and  the  epidemic  of  Measles,  the 
meetings  lapsed  for  some  time.  Since  August  the  average  attend- 
ance of  mothers  has  been  20,  and  that  of  babies  20. 


The  year’s  work  in  connection  with  these  Clinics  has  been 
very  satisfactory,  and  I think  they  are  very  much  appreciated 
by  many  of  the  mothers.  There  is  always  the  difficulty  in  getting 
the  more  ignorant  and  careless  mothers  to  attend,  but  it  is  to  be 
hoped  that  as  the  Clinics  become  more  known,  and  the  advantages 
of  attending  them  recognized,  they  will  gradually  be  induced  to 
come.  There  is  no  doubt  that  there  is  a considerable  improve- 
ment in  the  care  of  bringing  up  the  babies  of  the  district,  and  much 
less  ignorance  as  to  the  proper  feeding  of  them.  Much  of  the  suc- 
cess of  the  Clinics  is  due  to  the  Voluntary  Committees  in  helping 
the  Health  Visitors  and  looking  after  the  teas  and  social  side  of 
the  work.  The  difficulty  of  obtaining  suitable  premises  and 


adequate  accommodation  still  reigns  and  hampeis  pi  ogress. 
Some  solution  of  the  problem  must  be  found  before  the  work  can 


be  increased  and  developed  further. 


HOUSING. 

The  Housing  conditions,  I regret  to  say,  are  still  very  bad, 
and  there  is  a large  amount  of  congestion  and  overcrowding,  and 
very  little  progress  has  been  made.  There  is,  however,  a good 
prospect  of  rapid  improvement  in  the  near  future  as  soon  as  the 
new  Building  Schemes  mature.  Apart  from  the  additional  houses 
required,  there  are  a very  large  number  of  houses  that  require 
repairs  and  alterations  to  bring  them  up  to  standard  and  make 
them  reasonably  fit  for  human  habitation.  The  following  is  a 
short  summary  of  the  work  done  in  the  inspection  and  repairing 
of  houses  during  the  year. 
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Houses  inspected  under  Sec.  15,  of  the  Housing  and  Town 
Planning,  etc.,  1909  ; and  Sec.  28  of  the  Housing  and  Town 
Planning,  etc.;  Act.  1919  : 

181  found  not  reasonably  fit  for  human  habitation. 

40  inspected  and  Notices  served  to  execute  work. 

29  in  respect  of  which  Notices  were  complied  with. 

4 in  respect  of  which  the  landlord  elected  to  close  instead 
of  comply  with  the  Notices. 

Houses  inspected  under  P.H.A.,  Sec.  28,  1919  : 

129  Houses  inspected  and  found  with  defects. 

50  ,,  made  fit  after  Preliminary  Notices.

SCAVENGING  & CLOSET  ACCOMMODATION. 

During  the  year  there  has  been  a satisfactory  increase  in  the 
number  of  water  closets  and  reduction  in  the  number  of  privy 
middens.  It  is  essential  for  the  public  health  and  protection  of 
the  infant  population  that  the  work  of  converting  the  present 
insanitary  privy  middens  into  water  closets  should  be  accelerated 
as  much  as  possible.  The  scavenging  at  present  being  done  by 
contract,  is  not  satisfactory,  and  it  should  be  the  policy  of  the 
Council  to  place  depots  where  possible  so  that  the  work  can  be 
under  proper  control.  In  the  Sanitary  Inspector’s  Report  for 
the  Eastern  District  full  details  of  the  cost  of  Scavenging  are  given 
for  South  Elmsall  and  South  Kirkby. 


MEAT  INSPECTION  AND  SLAUGHTERHOUSES.. 


A great  deal  of  the  Inspectors'  time  has  been  devoted  to 
the  inspection  of  the  Slaughterhouses  and  condemning  diseased 
meat  found  or  reported  to  them.  I am  glad  to  sav,  as  the  result 
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of  this  work,  and  the  successful  prosecution  of  a butcher  for 
offering  diseased  meat  for  sale,  there  has  been  considerable  im- 
provement, and  the  duties  of  the  Inspectors  made  easier.  A 
thorough  inspection  of  all  slaughterhouses  of  the  district  has 
been  made  by  a deputation  from  the  Council,  and  the  number 
considerably  reduced,  but  there  are  still  too  many  to  supervise 
efficiently.  As  I have  reported  before,  the  best  solution  of  the 
problem  is  to  establish  Public  Abbatoirs  at  suitable  central  points 
in  the  area  where  all  slaughtering  can  be  done  under  the  best  con- 
ditions and  under  proper  supervision.  It  will  be  seen  from  the 
Sanitary  Inspectors’  Reports  that  a large  quantity  of  meat  had  to 
be  condemned  on  account  chiefly  of  Tubercular  disease  which  is 
so  prevalent  amongst  cattle.  From  these  figures  it  is  evident  that 
thorough  inspection  is  most  important  if  the  public,  and  particu- 
larly the  children,  are  to  be  protected  against  contracting  tubercular 
disease  or  consuming  unsound  meat. 

CONCLUSION. 

Except  for  the  great  prevalence  of  infectious  disease  the  health 
of  the  District  during  1920  has  not  been  unsatisfactory,  considering 
the  conditions  under  which  so  many  people  are  living  on  account 
of  the  scarcity  of  houses.  The  death-rate  and  infant  mortality 
rate  being  well  below  the  average  for  the  last  ten  years. 

The  great  need  of  the  district  is  to  improve  tire  housing  con- 
ditions, not  only  by  providing  the  new  houses  required,  but 
repairing  and  renewing  the  old  property  and  getting  the  streets 
and  back-yards  repaired  and  made  sanitary,  and  the  gradual 
abolition  of  the  present  insanitary  privy  middens. 

As  this  is  the  last  Report  I shall  make  to  you  as  Medical 
Officer  of  Health,  I should  like  to  take  this  opportunity  of  thanking 
each  Councillor  for  the  help  and  co-operation  I have  always  ob- 
tained, and  the  courteous  and  considerate  manner  in  which  they 
have  received  my  suggestions  for  the  improvement  and  main- 
tenance of  the  Public  Health  of  the  District.

Annual  Report  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector  for  the  Western  District 

for  the  Year  1920. 

Hems  worth,  near  Wakefield. 

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Rural  District  Council. 
Ladies  and  Gentlemen, —

The  time  spent  in  the  examination  of 

carcases  and  food  has 

been  considerable,  the  quality  showing  an  improvement  on  last 
years.  This  is  no  doubt  due  to  the  better  finished  beast  being 
placed  on  the  market.  In  one  instance  only  were  legal  proceed- 
ings resorted  to,  and  the  defendant  was  convicted  and  sentenced. 

Thirty-two  specimens  were  sent  to  the  County  Laboratory  for 
microscopical  examination,  with  the  following  results — 16  positive 
and  16  negative. 

Samples  of  Milk  for  Analysis. 

Fifteen  samples  were  purchased  for  analysis,  and  the  Public 
Analyst  reported  that  two  were  adulterated. 
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The  later  cases  were  very  bad,  as  much  as  18  and  21  per  cent, 
of  added  water  being  present.  Proceedings  were  taken  against 
the  vendor,  and  the  Justices  imposed  a penalty  'of  £5  and  costs 
in  each  case. 


Water  Supplies. 

Eight  samples  were  taken  and  sent  for  Analysis,  and  the 
Analyst’s  report  stated:  Unfit  for  domestic  use,  6;  Good,  2.  In 
one  of  the  cases  unfit  I have  met  the  owners  and  arranged  for  a 
supply  to  be  laid  on  from  the  Council’s  main. 

In  another  case  sand  filters  have  been  installed,  and  their 
working  and  action  will  be  watched  with  interest. 

In  another  instance  Statutory  Notice  under  the  Public  Health 
Act  (Water  Act)  has  been  served  on  the  owners,  and  its  •enforce- 
ment, etc.,  is  now  in  the  hands  of  the  Hemsworth  U.D.C. 

Drainage  and  Closet  Accommodation. 

Three  hundred  and  forty-two  yards  of  drainage  was  tested  with 


the  smoke  machine  and  passed  satisfactory.  During  the  year  the 
following  work  was  done :

In  connection  with  conversions  there  are  outstanding  42  no- 
tices. Twenty-four  of  these  are  handed  over  to  the  new  U.D.C. 

Infectious  Disease. 

Four  hundred  and  twenty-three  rooms  have  been  disinfected 
after  the  removal  of  patients  to  isolation..

Two  hundred  and  thirty  rooms  were  disinfected  after  cases 
of  T.B.  were  sent  to  the  Sanatoria  or  after  death,  and  the  forms 
S.B.3  filled  up  as  required  for  the  County  Medical  Officer  of 
Health. 

Factory  and  Workshops  Act. 

The  four  Bakehouses  have  been  inspected,  and  at  no  time  was 
there  any  ground  for  complaint  as  to  their  state. 

Common  Lodging  Houses. 

The  two  have  been  maintained  in  a fairly  satisfactory  state, 
and  new  w.c.’s  have  been  provided  at  one  of  them. 

Storage  of  Petroleum  and  Carbide. 

During  the  year  18  licences  were  issued  on  your  instructions, 
the  premises  were  visited  from  time  to  time,  and  in  no<  case  was 
there  any  contravention  of  the  conditions  required. 

Dairies,  Cowsheds,  and  Milkshops. 

There  are  approximately  67  in  the  area ; 48  are  registered,  30 
as  cowkeepers  and  dairymen.  A lot  of  work  remains  to  be  done 
before  a high  standard  of  efficiency  is  arrived  at.  Some  of  the 
wooden  erections  built  during  the  war,  to  meet  the  scarcity  of 
milk  supply  in  the  districts,  are  far  from  satisfactory,  and  I hope 
to  deal  with  them  in  the  near  future. 

Scavenging. 

During  the  year  102  complaints  were  received  as  to>  neglect  of 
this  work.  Forty-three  letters  were  sent  to  contractors,  pointing 
out  their  laxity,  and  the  remaining  59  were  dealt  with  verbally. 

In  Hems  worth  the  work  has  been  fairly  well  done.  The 
shortening  of  the  working  hours  has  caused  the  work  at  the  back 
end  of  the  year  to  get  behind;  6,738  loads  were  removed.  Averag- 
ing this  at  18  cwts.  per  load,  it  works  out  at  5,748  tons. 

Little  Houghton. — No-  cause  for  complaint  as  to  the  scaveng- 
ing work  in  this  township. 
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Great  Houghton. — Owing  to  the  difficulty  in  getting  a contrac- 
tor in  September,  1919,  the  work  was  delayed  three  weeks,  but 
the  contractor  has  made  good  and  shows  an  improvement  on  the 
previous  year.  The  question  of  a tip  has  not  yet  been  decided, 
and  is  one  I respectfully  urge  your  attention  to. 

Brierley,  including  Grimefchorpe. — The  change  of  contractor 
in  No.  1 area  has  caused  an  improvement,  and  all;  four  areas  are 
now  fairly  well  cleansed. 

South  Hiendley.— This  Township  has  been  well  scavenged  for 
the  past  year. 

Shafton. — A good  deal  of  complaints  were  received  from  this 
area,  and  only  after  many  visits  and  communications  to  the  Con- 
tractor, slight  improvement  was  shown. 

Havercroft  and  Cold  Hiendley.— In  view  of  the  scattered 
nature  of  this  area,  and  the  distance  the  Contractor  lives  from  it, 
he  has  attended  to  his  duties  very  well. 

Ryhill. — The  scavenging  in  this  area  got  into  a disgraceful  con- 
dition at  the  end  of  the  contractor’s  year,  and  I had  to  set  men 
on  to  do  the  work.  The  new  contractor  has  had  an  uphill  fight, 
and  is  now  carrying  out  his  work  satisfactorily. 

Clerical  Work. 

The  work  in  connection  with  the  keeping  of  registers,  notices, 
and  letters  has  been  heavy,  and  at  times  falls  in  arrears.  The  fol-

One  hundred  and  thirty-nine  houses  have  been  inspected. 
One  was  found  to  be  totally  unfit  and  represented  by  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health,  under  Sec.  17,  and  the  two  families  occupying 
were  given  a house  at  the  new  building  site  at  Fitzwilliam.  One 
was  found  satisfactory.  Twelve  notices  were  served  under  Sec. 
28  of  the  Housing  and  Town  Planning  Act,  and  complied  with. 

The  remaining  125  were  dealt  with  as  follows : Fifty  repaired 
after  preliminary  notices ; 75  to  be  dealt  with  for  minor  defects 
under  P.H.  Act.  1875. 

In  one  case  legal  proceedings  were  taken  to  enforce  a notice 
served  under  the  Public  Health  Act,  1875.  The  work  of  repairing 
is  proceeding  very  slowly.  A number  of  unfit  houses  remain  in 
some  of  the  townships,  and  action  cannot  be  taken  until  other 
houses  are  provided. 

In  conclusion,  I tender  to  the  Council  my  sincere  thanks  for 
their  assistance  given  to  me  in  carrying  out  my  duties.  Also  I 
thank  the  Medical  Officer  and  fellow  officials  for  their  assistance 
in  the  past  year.

it  was  necessary  to  take  legal  proceedings  three  times  during 
the  year.  In  two  cases  the  proceedings  were  taken  for  non- 
compliances  with  notices  under  Sec.  94  P.H.A.  1875,  for  the 
abatement  of  nuisances  from  defects  and  insanitary  conditions 
existing  on  occupied  premises. 

At  the  request  of  one  defendant  the  case  was  adjourned  for 
a month. 

During  the  month  certain  works  were  carried  out,  and  on  the 
case  being  again  heard  an  Application  was  made  on  behalf  of  the 
Council  for  an  Adjournment  siine  die  so  as  to  ascertain  if  the  work 
would  satisfactorily  abate  the  nuisance.  This  was  granted. 

A similar  application  was  made  and  granted  in  the  other  case 
but  the  notices  have  now  been  completely  complied  with. 

In  the  third  case,  the  proceedings  were  taken  for  the  recovery 
of  expenses  entailed  in  the  conversion  of  13  privies  into  w.c.’s,  and 
an  Order  was  made  by  the  Court  for  payment  in  one  month.

Infectious  Disease  and  Disinfection  of  Rooms. 

No  of  rooms  di  sinf  ected 337 

Owing  to  the  epidemic  of  Sore  Throat  and  Scarlet  Fever  at 
the  Aloorthorpe  Council  School  during  the  latter  months  of  1919, 
the  drainage  system  of  the  school  was  tested  and  found  to  be  in 
bad  condition. 

The  W.  R,  Education  Authority  have  had  the  whole  system 
of  drains  overhauled  and  relaid  in  a satisfactory  manner.

In  addition  to  the  above  seizures,  at  the  request  of  the  Execu- 
tive Officer  to  the  Food  Control  Committee  (prior  to  removal  of 
Control) , 28  examinations  of  carcases  and  other  food  were  made 
in  various  parts  of  the  district,  and  the  following  were  passed  as 
fit  for  food: — 11  carcases  of  beef,  2 carcases  of  sheep,  2 carcases 
of  pigs  and  1 carcase  of  calf,  while  3 lots  of  butter  were  disposed 
of  for  confectionery. 

All.  the  condemned  meat  was  destroyed  by  being  saturated 
with  formalin,  etc.,  and  sent  to  the  knackery  at  Doncaster,  with 
one  exception,  this  being  sent  to  the  Kennels  at  Dads  worth. 

With  the  closing  down  of  the  Food  Control  Committees,  it 
became  necessary  to  consider  the  question  of  the  slaughter-houses. 
A deputation  of  the  Council  was  appointed  to  view  the  existing 
slaughter-houses.  This  Committee  visited  some  60  odd  slaughter- 
houses in  the  district  and  made  a report  to  the  Council,  but  for 
various  reasons  the  full  effect  could  not  be  given  to  the  report. 
The  Council,  at  the  request  of  the  Committee,  made  application 
and  were  granted  permission  to  adopt  the  Sec.  28,  29  and  80  of 
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the  P.H.A.A.  1890,  and  further  decided  to  licence  29  slaughter- 
houses (15  being  in  the  Eastern  District) . Even  with  this  reduced 
number  of  licensed  premises  it  is  difficult  to  have  a thorough  in- 
spection of  all  meat,  and  it  would  appear  that  Public  Abattoirs 
in  the  large  Parishes  cannot  long  be  delayed.  The  occupiers  of 
the  newly  licensed  premises  have  been  instructed  to  improve  their 
premises  so  as  to  comply  with  the  Bye-lawrs. 

Water  Supply. 

Six  samples  of  water  have  been  taken  from  the  parishes  of 
South  Elm  sail  and  Kirk  Smeaton.  Three1  proved  to  be  seriously 
polluted,  so  as  to'  render  them  unfit  for  drinking  purposes. 

The  out-lying  portion  of  the  Parish  of  Kirk  Smeaton  effecting 
farms  and  cottages  on  the  York-Doncaster  Road  should  receive 
the  consideration  of  the  Council. 

Milk  Samples. 

Seventeen  samples  of  milk  have  been  taken  during  the  year. 
Two  of  these  were  found  to  contain  added  water,  though  not 
sufficient  to*  w arrant  proceedings  being  taken.  A warning  wTas  sent 
to  each  vendor  from  the  County  Hall.

Premises  which  can  be  Controlled  by  Bye-laws. 

Common  Lodging  Houses  and  Houses  let  in  Lodgings.  There 
are  no  common  lodging  houses  in  my  district.  A number  of  houses 
in  the  district  are  occupied  under  such  conditions  that  render 
them  liable  to  be  registered  as  houses  let  in  lodgings,  but  there 
are  no>  Bve-laws  in  force  in  the  area  for  regulating  these  premises. 
The  Council  decided  that  Bye-laws  should  be  prepared,  but  this 
has  not  yet  been  done. 

Tents,  Yans  and  Sheds. 

No  Bye-laws  have  yet  been  adopted  for  promoting  cleanliness, 
and  the  habitable  conditions  of  Yans,  etc.  Thirty  visits  have  been 
paid  to  Van  dwellings  during  the  year,  and  it  was  found  necessary 
for  notices  to  be  served  in  several  instances,  though  on  the  whole 
the  dwellings  were  found  in  very  satisfactory  conditions. 


Dairies,  Cowsheds,  and  Milk-shops. 

Seventeen  applications  were  received  for  registration  as  Cow- 
keepers,  Bairvmen  or  Purveyors  of  Milk,  and  these  were  all 
granted . 

Offensive  Trades. 

Four  applications  were  received  during  the  year  from  persons 
to  be  allowed  to  establish  offensive  trades : 2 for  trade  of  Fish 
Frying,  both  granted;  and  2 for  Pag  and  Bone  Dealer,  1 granted 
and  1 refused.  One  Fish  Frying  Trade  was  found  to  be  carried  on 
in  premises  under  such  conditions  that  the  place  was  immediately 
closed . 
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Sanitary  Inspector’s  Report  on  the  Scavenging  for  the  Parish  of 

South  Kirkby  for  the  year  1920. 

Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  Second  Annual  Report  of 
the  work  carried  out  by  the  Scavenging  Staff*  for  the  Parish  of 
South  Kirkby  for  the  vear  1920. 

The  Staff  comprises  4 horses  with  foreman,  4 drivers  and 
4 throwers-out.  There  were  3064  working  days,  and  4 horses 
worked  2694  days,  3 horses  244  days,  2 horses  34  days,  and  for 
224  days  we  had  an  extra  horse. 

It  is  estimated  that  there  are  1581  houses  in  the  Parish,  369 
of  which  have  w.c.’s,  1212  having  privies  emptying  on  to  538 
middens.  There  are  327  ash-bins,  37  dry  ashpits,  24  earth  closets 
and  5 cesspools. 

Thirty-four  privies  have  been  converted  into  w.c.’s  in  South 
Kirkby,  and  5 in  Moorthorpe,  a total  of  39  in  the  Parish,  and  one 
privy  has  been  abolished  in  Moorthorpe. 

6328  loads  of  refuse  were  removed  during  the  year,  viz.  : — 

4614  loads  of  refuse  from  privies  and  middens,  8255  middens 
emptied. 

1237  loads  of  refuse  from  dust-bins,  14158  bins  emptied. 

281  loads  of  rubbish  removed  to  the  Man  Raced  Quarry. 

92  loads  of  rubbish  removed  from  earth  closets. 

104  loads  of  rubbish  removed  from  cesspools. 

From  the  above  figures,  it  will  be  seen  that  each  privy  and 
midden  was  emptied  15  times  during  the  year,  and  the  dust-bins 
are  emptied  every  week. 

The  wage  bill  for  the  year  equalled  £1667  16s,  6d.,  an  increase 
of  £326  4s.  lOd.  This  gives  the  cost  per  load  on  wages  only  of 
5/34,  being  an  increase  of  8d.  over  last  year. 

The  total  cost  of  the  Scavenging,  including  the  upkeep  of  the 
Depot,  was  £2434  7s.  6d.,  an  increase  of  £466  18s.  7d.  This  gives 
the  total  cost  per  load  of  7/ 84. 

The  total  cost  of  refuse  removed  from  privy  middens  works 
out  at  8/1J  per  load. 
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The  total  cost  of  refuse  removed  from  dust-bins  works  out  at 
7/1  per  load. 

The  total  cost  of  refuse  removed  from  earth  closets  works  out 
at  5/3-|  per  load. 

The  total  cost  of  refuse  removed  from  cesspools  works  out  at 
1/10|  per  load. 

The  total  cost  of  rubbish  removed  works  out  at  H /8t  per  load. 

For  the  369  houses  with  w.c.’s  the  cost  works  out  at  29 per 
house  per  annum.  For  the  1212  houses  with  privies  and  middens 
the  cost  works  out  at  31/ 0^  per  house  per  annum. 

The  total  upkeep  of  the  horses  (fodder  and  bedding)  during 
the  year  was  £424  7s.  Id.,  which  works  out  at  40/9|  per  horse  per 
week;  as  against  this,  I am  informed  the  average  cost  of  keeping 
a similar  horse  in  the  district  has  been  49/-  per  horse  per  week. 

The  average  amount  of  refuse  removed  per  house  during  the 
year  was  3 tons  16£  cwts.  The  average  weight  of  refuse  from  dust- 
bins is  16J  cwts.  per  load,  and  from  privy  middens  is  22  cwts. 
per  load.  This  gives  2 tons  17-|  cwts.  per  house  with  w.c.  s,  and 
4 tons  3|  cwts.  per  house  with  privy  middens.  The  whole  of  the 
refuse  has  been  tipped  on  land  for  various  farmers,  or  put  on  rail 
for  farmers  some  distance  away. 

There  have  been  very  few  complaints  that  the  Scavenging  has 
been  neglected,  though  it  would  appear  that  better  progress  should 
be  made  with  the  staff  employed;  it  should  be  possible  to>  empty 
each  privy  midden  at  least  once  every  three  weeks. 

One  new  horse  has  been  purchased  during  the  year,  and  the 
old  one  was  sold  earlv  in  1921. 

The  weekly  wage  bill  at  the  commencement  of  the  year  was 
£30  14s  0d.,  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  £35  Os.  0d.,  an  in- 
crease of  £4  6s.  Od.

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Sanitary  Inspector’s  Report  on  the  Scavenging  for  the  Parish  of 

South  Elmsall  for  the  year  1920. 

Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure'  in  submitting  my  Second  Annual  Report  of 
the  work  carried  out  by  the  scavenging  staff  for  the  Parish  of  South 
Elmsall  during  the  year  1920.  This  being  the  first  complete  year 
on  which  the  staff  have  been  working,  I have  been  able  to*  make 
a full  comparison  of  the  cost  of  the  work,  and  this  will  account 
somewhat  for  a little  difference  in  the  figures  as  compared  with 
those  used  in  the  report  for  1919. 

It  is  estimated  that  there  are  1181  houses  in  the  Parish,  501 
of  which  have  w.c.’s,  6701  have  privies  emptying  on  to>  395  ash- 
middens,  and  10  have  earth  closets  or  pans.  There  are  538  dust- 
bins and  26  dry  ashpits.  In  15  cases,  the  contents  of  privy  mid- 
dens have  to  be  either  wheeled  or  carried  out  into  the  street.  There 
is  only  one  cesspool  in  the  Parish.  Seven  privies  have  been  con- 
verted into  w.c.’s  during  the  year. 

The  staff  comprises  foreman,  3 drivers,  2 throwers -out  and 
1 youth,  with  3 horses.  During  the  year  there  were  307 J working 
days,  and  3 horses  were  at  work  on  247  days  and  2 horses  60^ 
days.  One  horse  was  on  sick  list  for  a considerable  period  before 
it  was  sold,  and  then  only  realised  £15.  One  new  horse  was  pur- 
chased during  the  year,  though  two  were  necessary,  and  the 
second  one  was  obtained  early  in  1921,  and  the  old  black  horse 
was  sold  also  early  in  1921 . 

5782  loads  of  refuse  were  removed  during  the  year,  viz. : — 

3590  loads  of  refuse  from  privies  and  middens,  9879  middens 
being  emptied,  giving  an  average  of  nearly  3 middens  to 
the  load. 

2108  loads  of  refuse  from  26573  dust-bins. 

84  loads  of  refuse  removed  by  bell.  cart. 

From  these  figures  it  will  be  seen  that  each  privy  and  midden 
was  emptied  25  times  during  the  year,  or  about  every  fortnight, 
and  the  dust-bins  practically  every  week.  The  wage  bill  for  the 
year  equalled  £1152  Is;.  7d.,  an  increase  of  £180  12s.  lOd.  This 
gives  the  cost  per  load  on  wages  of  3/11},  being  an  increase  of  3}d. 
per  load  on  the  year. 

The  total  cost  of  the  Scavenging,  including  upkeep  of  Depot, 
was  £1799  7s.  3},  an  increase  of  £356  14s.  lid.,  giving  the  total 
cost  per  load  as  6/2f,  being  an  increase  of  7}d.  per  load  on  the 
year. 
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The  total  cost  of  the  refuse  removed  from  privy  middens  work- 
ing out  at  7/2-|  per  load.  The  total  cost  of  refuse  removed  from 
the  dust-bins  working-out  at  4/10f  per  load. 


For  the  501  houses  with  w.c.’s  the  cost  works  out  at  20/5J  per 
house  per  annum.  For  the  (380  houses  with  privies  and  middens 
works  out  at  37/10J  per  house  per  annum.  The  total  upkeep  of 
the  horses  (fodder  and  bedding)  during  the  year  was  £278  Is. 
ll|d.,  which  works  out  at  38/8  per  week  per  horse;  as  against  this, 
I am  informed  that  the  average  cost  of  keeping  similar  horses  in 
the  district  has  been  49/-  per  week,  but  it  ought  to  be  pointed  out 
that  over  and  above  the  necessarv  stock  of  fodder,  we  have 
a stock  of  hay  on  which  £30  has  been  paid,  which  should  be 
charged  against  4921.  This  would  then  reduce  the  cost  per  horse 


per  week  to  34/10. 

A reference  to  the  report  for  South  Kirkbv  Scavenging  will 
show  that  the  cost  per  horse  per  week  works  out  at  40/94. 


The  average  amount  of  refuse  removed  per  house  during  the 
year  equals  5.1  tons  as  compared  with  4.8  tons  for  1919,  the  in- 
crease being  due,  I surmise,  from  coal  being  released  from  ration- 
ing, and  from  tire  fact-  that  with  the  regular  -attention  to  the 


collection  all  refuse  is  no-w  deposited  in  the  middens,  whereas  be- 
fore time  some  portion  was  taken  to  allotments.  From  Press 
comments  on  mv  report  for  1919,  information  was  desired  as  to 
how  1 arrived  at  the  weight  removed  per  house,  whether1  by  actual 
weight  or  only  approximated.  I have  this  year  had  a number  of 
loads  weighed,  and  find  that  the  average  weight  of  refuse  from 
privy  middens  equals  23  J cwts.  per  load,  and  average  weight  of 
refuse  from  dust-bins  equals  17-J  cwt.  per  load. 

This  gives  3 tons  13  cwts.  per  house  for  houses  with  w.c.’s. 


This  gives  6 tons  2 cwts.  per  house  for  houses  with  privies. 


This  is  an  excessive  amount  in  comparison  to  the  amount  re- 
moved in  industrial  towns,  and  point  to  the  necessity  for  some 
restriction  being  placed  on  the  occupiers  of  the  houses  who  deposit 
all  waste  in  the  ashpits. 
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After  careful  examination,  I estimate  the  contents  of  each 
load  of  refuse  from  the  dust- bins  as  follows:  —

If  allowance  is  made  for  the  amount  of  excreta,  a somewhat 
similar  estimate  of  the  contents  of  the  privy  middens  may  be  made, 
and  from  these  figures  it  will  be  seen  that  there  is  a large  amount 
of  combustible  material  which  ought  to  be  put  to  some  better  use 
than  being  tipped  on  the  refuse  heap  on  Doncaster  road. 


Further,  it  should  be  possible  to  arrive  at  the  best  means  of 
disposing  of  the  refuse  either  by  the  destructor  or  pulveriser;  1067 
loads  of  refuse  have  been  tipped  on  the  Doncaster  Road  tip  during 
the  year.  This  tip  has  been  a nuisance  to'  the  allotment  holders, 
who  have  repeatedly  complained  of  the  damage  by  rats.  I have 
had  the  tip  poisoned,  and  I think  the  nuisance  has  now  been  re- 
duced to  a minimum.  1 do  not  think  it  possible  to  entirely  get  rid 
of  the  rats,  but  we  are  endeavouring  U>  keep  them  down.  I 
strong  ly  recommend  the  Council  to  consider  the  advisability  of 
disposing  of  the  refuse  in  a more  up-to-date  manner.

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Sanitary  Inspector’s  Report  on  the  Scavenging  for  the  Parish  of 

Ack  worth  for  the  year  1920. 


Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  Second  Annual  Report  of 
the  Scavenging  for  the  Parish  of  Ackwortli  for  1920. 

The  Scavenging  is  carried  out  by  Contract,  and  is  divided 
in t O'  3 districts.  The  report  is  divided  into  half-yearly  periods, 
and  the  figures  are  given  for  tiie  respective  contractors  from  Jan. 
1st  to  June  30th,  and  July  1st  to>  Dec.  31st.

No.  1 District,  Jan.  1st  to  June  30th,  1920.  Contractor,  Mr. 
Crossley. — Loads  removed  238,  middens  emptied  327,  dry 
refuse  removed  48,  pans  12,  cesspools  3,  rubbish  4;  total  311. 
July  1st  to  Dec.  31st.  Contractor,  Mr.  Denton. — loads  re- 
moved 253,  middens  emptied  232,  dry  refuse  removed  72, 
pans  10,  rubbish  11;  total  352. 


No.  2 District.  Contractor,  Mr.  H.  liobinson.  Jan.  1st  to 
May  30th. — Loads  removed  223,  middens  emptied  230,  dry 
refuse  removed  17,  rubbish  10;  total  250.  Mr.  Denton  com- 
pleted the  work  in  this  district  from  May  to  end  of  June. 
July  1st  to  Dec.  31st.  Contractor,  Mr.  Draper. — Loads 
removed  443,  middens  emptied  318,  dry  refuse  removed  34; 
total  477. 


No  3 District.  Jan.  1st  to1  Dec.  3 1st.  Contractor,  Mr.  H. 
Parker. — Loads  removed  893,  middens  emptied  681,  dry 
refuse  removed  178,  rubbish  removed  2;  total  1073. 


It  is  estimated  that  there  are  879  houses  in  the  Parish,  292 
of  which  have  w.c.’s,  608  with  privies  and  middens,  and  69  share 
the  accommodation.  During  the  year  13  privies  have  been  con- 
verted into  w.c.’s  and  dust- bins  provided. 

There  have  been  numerous  complaints  received  during  the 
year,  which,  referred  to  all  districts,  but  have  more  particularly 
referred  to  No.  2 and  No.  3 Districts.  The  contractor  for  No.  2 
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District  got  into*  difficulties  during  the  month  of  April,  which  re- 
sulted in  the  scavenging  being  very  neglected,  and  special  arrange- 
ments had  to*  be  made  for  the  work  being  pulled  up  and  continued 
for  the  period  of  the  contract.  The  district  had  got  into  such  a 
bad  state  that  it  was  not  pulled  up  until  Mr.  Draper  took  over 
the  Contract.  Since  then  there  have  been  very  few  complaints. 

No.  d District.  The  contractor  for  this  district  appears  at  inter- 
vals to  leave  the  work  until  the  whole  of  the  places  are  overflowing, 
and  then  endeavours  to  pull  it  up,  and  he  has  been  repeatedly 
warned  of  the  neglect.  At  one  time  when  reports  had  been  made, 
however,  I found  that  he  had  been  ill,  which  was  the  cause  of  his 
neglect,  but  had  got  the  work  well  in  hand  at  the  time*  of  my  visit, 
and  there  was  little  cause  for  complaint.  This  contractor  has  told 
me  on  each  occasion  when  I required  him  to  carry  out  the  work 
according  to*  his  contract  that  he  never  undertook  to*  do*  the  work 
each  fortnight  or  even  three  weeks,  and  that  the  Parish  Council 
agreed  to  this.  I.  would,  therefore,  suggest  that  in  drawing  up  the 
new  contracts  the  Council  should  definitely  state  the  period  they 
require  the*  privies  emptying,  and  whether  it  is  once  a fortnight 
or  three  weeks,  or  even  once  a month;  see  that  tire  contractor 
understand  what  lie  is  contracting  for,  and  then  we  can  see  that 
Hie  work  is  carried  out  on  those  terms.

Rats  and  Mice  (Destruction)  Act,  1919. 

Many  complaints  were  received  from  the  allotment  holders 
adjoining  the  refuse  tip  on  Doncaster  Road,  South  Elmsall,  that 
they  were  over-run  with  rats  which  destroyed  their  crops,  which 
were  alleged  to  come  from  the  tip,  which  appears  to  be  a perfect* 
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warren  for  the  rats.  This  tip  is  the  only  one  in  my  district,  and 
owing  to  the  constant  supply  of  fresh  refuse  brought  to  the  tip  it 
was  a difficult  question  of  dealing  with  the  destruction  of  rats  by 
poison  thrown  about  the  refuse.  I got  into  communication  with 
the  Board  of  Agriculture  on  the  matter,  and  an  Inspector  paid 
two  visits  to  discuss  the  best  method  of  dealing  with  the  nuisance. 
The  Inspector  supplied  me  with  particulars  of  the  various  poisons 
but,  as  before  stated.  I did  not  think  it  would  be  satisfactory  to 
throw  the  poison  on  the  refuse  and  leave  it.  and  to  have  to  con- 
stantly repeat  the  process  would  prove  costly.  I therefore  ar- 
ranged with  a local  workman  (employed  by  the  Council) , and  whom 
the  Surveyor  readily  agreed  to  place  at  my  disposal) , who  is 
thoroughly  conversant  with  the  life  history  of  rats  and  their 
habits,  to  undertake  the  work  of  destroying  the  rats  on  the  tip  and 
all  allotments  surrounding  it,  and  also  at  the  Scavenging  Depots. 
A special  poison,  composed  of  Powdered  Squills,  Carbonate  of 
Barum  and  Powdered  Orris  Boot,  was  obtained.  These  were 
mixed  with  (at  first)  margarine,  and  later  with  old  fat  from  the 
slaughter-houses.  This  mixture  was  laid,  and  is  still  being  laid 
in  the  runs,  etc.,  of  the  rats  about  the  tip  and  other  places  by  the 
workman,  who  certainly  understands  the  work.  The  whole  cost 
of  the  poison  and  fats  up-to-date  has  only  been  10|-,  and  on  visit- 
ing the  tip  on  April  29th  I was  informed  by  the  allotment  holders 
that  thev  do  not  see  a tenth  of  the  number  of  rats,  and  both  of  the 
Scavenging  Depots  are  now  practically  clear.  The  method 
adopted  for  the  destruction  of  rats  has  proved  very  satisfactory, 
and  from  observation  during  the  time  the  work  has  been  in  pro- 
gress proves  that  while  there  is  plenty  of  foods  always  at  the  tip, 
the  rats  will  wander  considerable  distance  in  search  of  fresh  sup- 
plies, and  also  when  any  specially  prepared  food  is  placed  about 
they  will  consume  this  readily.  The  poisoned  fats  have  been 
placed  loose  in  their  runs  and  in  tins  scattered  about  the  tip,  and 
has  always  been  removed  (presumably  eaten  bv  the  rats)  who  at 
once  make  for  water,  which  completes  their  destruction.  Extra 
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efforts  are  being  made  now  the  breeding  times  have  arrived,  and 
while  I do  not  think  we  can  get  rid  of  rats  entirely,  I hope  to1  keep 
them  down  to  a minimum.

Thirtv-five  notices  were  served  under  Sec.  28  of  the  1919  Act, 

IV 

and  in  8 cases  the  work  was  put  in  hand.  No  notices  were  served 
in  12  instances,  as  it  is  proposed  to  deal  with  these  under  Part 
2 of  the  1890  Act,  and  in  3 cases  notices  had  hot  been  served  at 
the  end  of  the  year. 

The  owner,  in  one  instance,  voluntarily  closed  the  house 
rather  than  comply  with  the  notice,  and  the  house  is  now  being 
used  as  a store  house.  In  one  case  the  Council  carried  out  the 
work  on  the  owner  failing  to  comply  with  the  notice,  and  demand 
was  issued  for  payment,  and  an  undertaking  has  been  given  that 
this  will  be  paid. 

Statutory  Notices  were  served  under  the  P.H.A.  1875,  in  re- 
spect to  4 other  houses,  and  in  3 cases  were  complied  with. 

Closing  Orders  were  issued  on  2 houses'.  An  appeal  was 
lodged  respecting  one  house,  but  appeal  has  not  yet  been  heard. 
Four  Closing  Orders  are  still  outstanding  from  1919,  but  owing 
to  the  scarcity  of  houses  it  has  been  impossible  to  proceed  further. 
This  scarcity  of  houses  is  very  acute,  particularly  in  Ackworth, 
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South,  Elmsall,  South  Kirkby  and  Upton,  a very  large  number  of 
the  houses  being  occupied  by  2 and  3 families.  Nine  of  the  worst 
cases  of  overcrowding  were  dealt  with  during  the  year,  bub  much 
improvement  is  still  required. 

General  Remarks. 

Numerous  complaints  have  been  received  during  the  year 
regarding  the  condition  of  Private  Streets,  particularly  in  South 
Elmsall  and  South  Kirkby,  and  there  is  no<  doubt  but  that  these 
complaints  are  justified,  for  in  many  of  the  streets  there  is  scarcely 
a single  gully  that  is  not  choked  up,  and  in  times  of  heavy  rains 
this  is  most  acute.  I have  dealt  with  this  matter  in  my  previous 
reports,  and  have  during  the  year  drawn  your  attention  to  the 
nuisance  that  exists  and  suggested  that  you  should  undertake  the 
scavenging  and  the  cleansing  of  these  streets,  and  I think  the  time 
has  arrived  when  something  ought  to  be  done  to  remedy  this 
nuisance. 

There  has  also  been  considerable  trouble  with  the  drainage 
system  in  the  Parish  of  South  Kirkby.  The  conditions  that  exist 
in  this  Parish  are  such  that  call  for  immediate  attention  on  behalf 
of  the  Council. 

In  conclusion,  I wish  to  again  thank  the  Council  for  the  kind 
consideration  shown  me  during  the  year,  and  also  all  the  Officers 
of  the  Council  who  have  so  willingly  assisted  me  in  the  discharg- 
ing of  mv  duties.
